The future of 
Fort Erie's track 
has been grim 
after a three-party 
panel suggested 
dropping the track 
from the list of 
regularly funded 


racetracks. 

The Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium developed a 
planfortheYearoftheHorse 
Festival in response to a new 
five-year, $400-million sus¬ 
tainability plan for the 
Ontario horse-racing indus¬ 
try outlined by Premier 
Kathleen WynnelastOctober 
in an effort to save the race¬ 
track. 

Track officials are still 
waiting for the green light 
from the province to move 
forward with the festival. 

Hudak said the premier is 
only spending this money 
because she i 


Hudak went on to blame 
NDP Leader Andrea 
Horwath for her support of 


the Liberal budget. 

"It was the weak and 
indecisive leadership of the 
NDP that allowed the slots 
to be taken out of the Fort 
Erie racetrack. They're the 
ones that supported that 
budget," Hudak said. "Half 
of those job losses are on 
Andrea Horwath's back." 

Hudak said a long term 
solution, which includes 
putting the slots-at-racetrack 
program back, is important 
for the sustainability of the 
Fort Erie Race Track. 

In a press release, Liberal 
candidate Joyce Morocco 
said she is "delighted" with 
the news the racetrack will 
see another season.

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Council approves budget 


Fort Erie council 
approved its 2014 oper¬ 
ating and capital bud¬ 
gets Monday night. 

The Town of Fort Erie’s 

2.72%, or $24 per house¬ 
hold on average this 
year. 

At $20.56 million, the 
operating budget came 
in at less than 2013 fig¬ 
ures due to an increase 
in the Ontario Municipal 
Partnership Fund agree¬ 
ment with the province. 

Additional supple¬ 
mentary budget requests 
saw the final general levy 
increase to $21.5 mil- 


When the school 
boards' and Niagara 
Region's budgets are 
factored in, the munici¬ 
pal taxes will rise by 
about 1%. This year's 
budget increase is the 
lowest budget increase 
in eight years for Fort 
Erie residents. 

Key projects for 2014 
include the replacement 
of heavy rescue equip¬ 
ment used by the fire 
department, a new roof 
for the Crystal Ridge 
Arena and improve¬ 
ments to the Thunder 
Bay storm sewer and 
Schooley Rd. storm 
sewer outlet and drain.

He has studied engineer¬ 
ing, historical roofing, 
masonry preservation and 
window preservation; 
worked as an inspector, and 
has a profound respect for 
proper building. He will talk 
about heritage—learning 
the history of your specific 


home, as well as general 
practices, including the use 
of nature in landscaping and 
rediscovering the energy 
efficiencies builders have 
used since Victorian times. 

His belief is that even the 
most daunting of restora¬ 
tions is actually cost-effec¬ 
tive in the long run.

LOWEST BUDGET INCREASE IN 8 YEARS 
FOR FORT ERIE RESIDENTS 

At the February 10,2014 Regular meeting, Town of Fort Erie Council approved the 2014 
Operating and Capital Budgets. The Operating Base Budget of $20.56 million came in at 
less than 2013 figures, mainly due to an increase in the Ontario Municipal Partnership 
Funding agreement with the Province. Additional Supplementary Budget requests, that 
were approved, increased the final General Levy to $21.5 million. 

What this means for the median Town of Fort Erie household (assessed at $177,550): 

• Increase to the Town portion translates to a 2.72% increase (for Town services only) 

• Total estimated “all-in” tax increase including the Region and Education portion is 

0.93% 

• Monthly impact on the total property tax bill for a median household is $2/month and 
$24/year 

Supplementary Budget items that Council did approve for 2014 include funding for 
the South Niagara Hospital, Capital Reserve funding and enhancements to the service 
levels for our parks, cemeteries, beaches and trails that will help build for the future and 
improve our quality of life. Council also restored the annual investment of $800,000 in 
roads rehabilitation, funding for the Kinsmen Pool, Library part-time wages and benefits 
that will result in restoring services that were previously lost, funding for an Integrity 
Commissioner and removal of the Bay Beach concession stand. A complete listing of the 
Supplementary Items, totalling $984,029, can be found on the Town’s web-site. 

Council has also ensured that funding for the new South Niagara Hospital will continue 
based on the creation of a new South Niagara Hospital Reserve. 

The Capital Budget of $7.5 million includes key projects for 2014 such as the replacement 
of heavy rescue equipment used by the Fire Department, Ryan Avenue Upgrade, Thunder 
Bay storm sewer and Schooley Road storm sewer outlet and drain. A number of additional 
municipal drains will also see capital works completed in 2014 including Beaver Creek 
South Branch and the Mann and Zavitz Municipal Drains. The Crystal Ridge arena will see 
its roof replaced and a study initiation for the installation of solar panels. Water capital 
projects include watermain work on Belleview Boulevard, Hendershot Street, Hershey 
Street, Mathewson Avenue and Ridge Road South. A number of Fleet vehicles are also 
scheduled for replacement in 2014. Funding for the Central Avenue Bridge replacement 
was removed from the Capital Budget as it has been deferred by the Region of Niagara 
with construction to take place in 2015.
